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LATE  NEWS 


Britain's  milk  ration  for  non-priority  adult  consumers  was  increased 
effective  February  17  from  2  pints  to  2-l/2  pints  per  capita  weekly.  The 
allowance  of  milk  to  non-priority  catering  establishments  was  correspond- 
ingly increased  from  6  to  J~l/2  half  pints  -per  100  hot  "beverages.  Because 
of  increased  milk  production,  this  seasonal  increase  in  nonoriority  milk 
rations  was  made  possible  h  weeks  earlier  than  in  19 ^5 • 

A  -possible  firrther  deterioration  in  British  food  sup-plies  was 
mentioned  in  the  House  of  Commons  by  the  British  Minister  of  Food  on 
February  lU.     The  Minister  emphasized  the  possible  necessity  of  raising 
the  flour  extraction  ratio  still  higher  and   of  using  feed  grains  for 
flour.    He  also  mentioned  his  concern  about  supplies  of  fats,  bacon,  and 
cheese.    He  stated  that  better  supplies  of  milk,  fish,  potatoes,  shell 
eggs,  bananas,  and  citrus  fruits  were  bright  spots  in  an  otherwise  gloomy 
picture » 

Turkish'  restrictions  on  exports  of  French  beans  have  been  dropped, 
and  the  product  has  been  declared  in  a  surplus  status.     Their  exports 
will  not  be  subjected  either  to  price  or  fund  restrictions.     The  exportable 
surplus  has  been  placed  at  11,000  short  tons.    Up  to  January  1,  19^-6, 
approximately  2^9»000  acres  had  been  planted.    That  area  indicates  a 
yield  of  between  88,000  and  110,000  short  tons. 

The  outlook  for  the  coming  Peruvian  cotton  crop  was  reported  as  being 
generally  favorable  owing  to  satisfactory  weather  conditions  and  the 
absence  of  serious  insect  ravages.

Argentine  production  of  feed  grains  in  19^5-^>  was  smaller  than 
earlier  season. fo-ecasts  indicated,  second  crop  estimates  disclose.  The 
oats  crop  is  now  placed  at  55 » 322,000,  bushels ,  compared  with  the  first 
forecast  .of  6U, 898,000  bushels.     This  new  estimate,  however,  is  con- 
siderably above  the  5-year^  ( 1938-^9  to  19U2-I+3)  average  of  U3, 127, 000 
bushel • 

Barley  production  is  estimated  at  "^8,530,000  bushels,  compared  with 
the  first  forecast  of "46, ^oO, 000  bushels  and  the  average  of  2^,787,000 
bushels.    Although  the  current  rye  estimate  of  13,^85,0^0  bushels  is 
smaller  than  the  earlier  figure  of  l6,  ^8,000  bushels,  it  is  still  con- 
siderably larger  than  the  5-year  (lQ*^8~39  to  19U2-U3)  average.

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GSAIN  STOCKS  SMALLER  IN  CHIEF'  EXPORTING-  COUNTRIES 

•Supplies  of -all  grain  in  the  principal  exporting  countries  on'  January  1" 
were  about  15  percent  smaller  than  at  the  "beginning-  of  19^5,  wi-t-h  wheat-  • 
stocks  about  :55  ^percent  smaller,  according  to  information  available- in  the 
Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations.*  :  Reduced  supplies-  reflect-  in- 
creased exports'  in  the  Northern.  Hemisphere  countries  and  two  successive 
be  low -aver  age-  crops  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere.    Total  wheat- supplies  in 
the  four  countries ■ (United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  Australia')  •  were 
estimated  to  be  the  smallest  January  1  stocks  since  19^-0.   . Supplies • of 
oats,  in  contrast  with  other  grains,  were  somewhat  larger  on  January  1 
than  in  either  19^  or  19^5,  as ' a  result . of  larger  stocks  in. the  United 
States . '  ■.  

Total  tonnage  of  grain  was 'smaller  than  a  year  earlier  in  each 
country  except  Australia.    The  largest  reduction  occurred  in  Canada,-  •  • 
where  smaller  carry-over  stocks,'  especially  of  wheat;,,  and  smaller- produc  - 
tion  started  the  crop  year  (August  1)  with  a  considerably  lower  supply.  • 
In  addition,  shipments  out  of  the  country  were'  maintained  at  a  higher 
rate  during  19^5.    The  reduction  in  United • States  stocks,  though- smaller 
than  in  Canada',  is' still  substantial.    Reductions  were,  largest  in  wheat - 
and  corn; despite  the  large  crops  of  these  grains  harvested  during  the -past 

two  seasons.-  Declines  in  these  stocks  were  partly  balanced:by  a  large  

increase,  in.  oat  stocks. '     ;  "•' 

Argentine  supplies  show  almost  as  large  a  reduction  as  those  of  the 
United  States.    Large  decreases  in  wheat  and  corn  axe  attributed  to 
be  low -average  crops  in  both  19kk-k5  and  19^5-^-6  and  to  increased  utiliza- 
tion for  fuel.    In  Australia  the  grain  position  appears  to  be  somewhat 
more  favorable  than  at  the  beginning  of  19^-5,  though  the  total  tonnage 
was  still  considerably  smaller  than  average.    A  virtual  crop  failure  in 
that  country  last  year  owing  to  severe  drought  reduced  supplies  to  a  very 
low  level.    Very  little  grain  was  carried  over  into  the  current  season, 
according  to  reports,  and  the  January  1  supply  was  made  up  almost  entirely 
of  new-crop  grain  harvested  in  December -January . 

To  arrive  at  exportable  surpluses  of  grain  from  the  supply  on 
January  1,  each  country's  domestic  requirements  to- the  end  of  the  crop 
year  must  be  taken  into  account.    In  the  case  of  the  Northern  Hemisphere 
countries  requirements  for  6  to  7  months  must  be  considered;  for  the 
Southern  Hemisphere,  needs  for  a  full  year.    After  deducting  these  re- 
quirements and  making  allowance  for  minimum  desirable  year -end  stocks 
the  remainder  constitutes  the  surplus  for  export.    While  the  Southern 
Hemisphere  supply  includes  newly  harvested  grains,  harvests 'in .the 
Northern  Hemisphere  countries  will  begin  next  July-August;  and  crop  pros- 
pects will  affect  the  amount  of  smaller  grains  that  may  be  c'onsidtrred  as 
surplus  in  those  countries.    This  is  true  also  of  the  corn  crop  in  Argentina, 
harvest  of  which  normally  begins  around  April  1.

Supplies  of  wheat  -in  the  four  exporting  countries. .are  estimated  to 
be  approximately  1,392. million  bushels,  about  25  percent  smaller  than  a 
year  earlier.-   The  current-stocks  are  also  much  smaller  than  the  large 
supplies  of  January  1943  and  1944  and  are  the  smallest. since  1^40.  The 
exportable  surplus,  estimated  at  475-500  million  bushels,  from  these 
supplies  is  much  smaller  than  the  estimated  world  import  requirements. 

Rye  supplies,  at  33  million  bushelE,  are  estimated  to  be  about  30 
percent  less  than  the  small  1945  supplies.    Some  surplus  is  expected  bo- 
be  available'  in  Argentina,  but  little  or  none  in  the  other  countries. 
While  production  of  rye  in  the  countries  shown  is  only  a  small  part  of 
the  world  total,  normally  more  of  a- surplus  is  available  from  these  coun- 
tries.   Deficits  in  normally  large  rye  consuming  European  countries,  make 
import  requirements  for  the  current  season  much  larger  than  usual.  If 
rye  were  available  it  could  also  be  used  aE  a  partial  replacement  for 
wheat "and  other  required  grains . 
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Barley  supplies,  with  a  reduction  of  only  about  10  percent,  show  less 
change  than  do  wheat  and  rye.     The  largest  change  was  in  the  Canadian 
stocks,  with  were  about  30  percent,  below  the  previous  year's  stocks. 
Some  increase  is  estimated  for  both  Argentina  and  "Australia  as  a  result 
of  improved  crops  this  year. 

The  January  1  supply  of  oats  is  significantly  larger  than  during  the 
past  2  years.  Total  supplies  in  the  4  countries  -are  placed  at  about  l,k60 
million  bushels,  an  increase  of  about  10  percent  compared  with  last "year's 
figure.    Reductions  are  reported  for  both  Canada  and  Argentina,  but  the 
increase  of  about  285  million  bushels  in  the  United  States  more  than  com- 
pensates for  the  smaller  supplies  in  those  countries.     Only  limited 
quantities,  however,  appear  available  for  export  as- most,  oats  remain  on 
farms  for  feed.  ■ 


Estimated  corn  stocks  of  2,011  million  'bus-hels  on  January  1  were  14- 
percent  less  than  the  19^5  stocks.    The  principal  reduction. was  in  the 
United  States,  though  a  sizable  decrease  is  also  esimated  for  Argentina. 
A  very  small  export  surplus  will  be  available  in  Argentina  until  the  new 
crop  is  harvested  beginning  in  April.    Present  prospects  are  for  a  crop  of 
about  200  million  bushels.    A  crop  of  that  size,  even  though  it  is  con- 
siderably below  average,  should  make  possible  resumption  of  an  active 
export  movement.

GRAINS ,  GRAIN  PRODUCTS,  AND  FEEDS* 

INDIAN  RICE 
CROP  SMALLER 

The  19^5-^6  Indian  rice  crop  is  placed  at  1,950  million  bushels 
(6l. k  billion  pounds  milled),  based  on  information  received  from  New 
Delhi.     This  compares  with  the  officially  reported  production  a  year  ago 
of  2,027  million  bushels  (63.9  billion  pounds)  and  the  average  production 
of  1,853  million"  bushels  (JiQ.h  billion  pounds)  during  the  5  years  1937-38 
to  1941-^2 .    Acreage  in  Bengal  was  smaller  than  in  19kh-k^,  and  the  crop 
was  damaged  to  some  extent  by  late  rains  and  flood.    Cyclones  and  lack 
of  rainfall  in  Madras  Province  also  considerably  reduced  production. 
Bengal  is  the  most  important  rice-growing  State  in  India,  producing  about 
30  percent  of  the  total  crop,  and  the  second- largest  producer,  Madras, 
grows  about  15  percent.  . 

Despite  reduced  yields  in  India  this  year,  production  is  larger  than 
the  annual  disappearance  before  the  war.    Because  of  increased  purchasing 
power  and  a  gain  in  population,  however,  the  current  production  is  reported 
»  to  be  substantially  below  domestic  requirements.

CHILEAN  RICE  EXPORTS  " 
CONTINUE  UPWARD  TREND 


Chilean  rice  exports  amounted  to  92  million  pounds  during  January- 
November  19^-5,  or  about  hO  percent  more  than  the  5^  million  pounds  during 
the  same  period  of  the  preceding  year.    Rice' was  sent  principally  to  the 
Philippine  Islands,  Cuba,  and  Bolivia.    Since  19^-1  when  rice,  equaling  9 
million  pounds,  was  exported  for  the  first  time,  the  quantity  of  rice 
shipped  from  Chile  has  increased  every  year .

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The  outlook  for  the  new  crop  to  "be  harvested  from  March  to  May 
continues  "bright.    Providing  good  weather  conditions  prevail  until  har- 
vest time,  the  exportable  surplus  from  this  production  is  unofficially 
forecast  at  13O  million  pounds.    Rice  acreage  for  I9U5-U6  increased  13 
percent  over  that  of  the  Ijkk-kj  acreage  (Foreign  Crops  and  Markets, 
February  18,  I9I4-6) . 

UNITED  STATES  RICE 
EXPORTS  INCREASED 

Rice  exports  from  the  United  States  during  I9U5  totaled  509  million 
pounds,  25  million  pounds  greater  than  in  the  previous  year,  but  less 
than  the  record  exports  of  597  million  pounds  in  19^3 ■    The  amount  of 
rice  shipped  from  the  United  States  during  the  war  rose  sharply.  Average 
exports  during  the  5  years  ended  with  19^5  amounted  to  kfB  million 
pounds,  or  twice  the  average  of  the  preceding  5-year  period. 

Of  the  total  19^-5  exports,  66  percent  went  to  Cuba,  and  substantial 
quantities  were  shipped  to  Canada  and  the  Netherlands  Indies.  Total 
exports  to  wartime  allies,  the  United  Kingdom,  and  the  Soviet  Union 
dropped  from  the  peak  of  213  million  pounds  during  19^3  to  25  million  in 
19^5.

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TURKEY  PLANS  RISE 
IN  OILSEED  OUTPUT 

The  Turkish  Government  is  promoting  increased  oilseed  production  in 
order  to  offset  shortages  in  olive  as  well    as  in  other  vegetable,  oils  and 
to  provide  feed  for  livestock-  ■  This  program  is  part  of  a  general  plan 
for  seed  distribution  to  farmers  designed  to  stimulate  production  of 
specified  crops  and  to  compensate  growers  for  last  year's  losses. 

During  the  past  year,  sesame  seed  and  soybeans  were  distributed  to 
farmers  from  seed  improvement  stations.     In  19^6,  it  is  expected  that  over 
100  000  acres  •will,  he  planted,  to  sunflowers,  poppy,  and  soybeans,  compared 
with  approximately  70,000  to  80,000  acres  during  prewar  years.    Rape,  which 
heretofore  has  "been  raised  only  in  Thrace,  will  be  planted  in  other 
parts  of  the  country.    Larger  areas  also  will  likely  he  devoted  to  flax 
and  hemp.    Every  assistance  is  being  given  to  encourage  sowing  and  to 
improve  the  yield.

The  19^-6  tobacco  crop  in  Greeee  -  may- -exceed-  the-  52%9--^i-llion  pounds-  -  

harvested  from  114,000  acres  in  .1945,  but- probably  will  fall  considerably 
below  the  prewar  (193^-1938)  average  of  126  million  pounds,  according  to 
a  report  from  the  American  Embassy  at  Athens.    'Growers'  "difficulties  in 
finding  markets  for  a  large  percentage  of  their  1944  arid  '1945  Crops,  most 
of  which  remain  unmanipulated,  and  currency  depreciation,  have  discouraged 
plans  for  larger  .1946  acreages.  .  The  low  1945  outturn 'is  attributed  to 
improper,  preparation  of  the  fields,  drought  conditions,'  and  lack  of  draft 
animals  and  tools  essential  to  adequate  cultivation.' 

By  the  end  of  19^+5,  most  of  the  manipulated  leaf 'from 'drops  prior  to 
1944  had'  been"  sold,  either  to  foreign  interests  or  to  'the'  local  'manufac- 
turers.   Only  small  quantities,  however,  were  actually 'shipped 'during 
1945 ,  because  of  transportation  difficulties, -  and-  lack  of  packing 
materials.    Recent  purchases  by  an  American  firm  were  made  at  the  price 
of  $1.15  per  pound  f .o.b.  Kavalla. 

Stocks  of  unmanipulated  leaf  (from  the  19*44  and  1945  crops)  held  by 
growers,  total  about  68  million  pounds.  Of  this  quantity,  about  15  mil- 
lion pounds  probably  will  be  purchased  by  local  cigarette  manufacturers, 
and  the  remainder  consists  of  grades  suitable  for  eventual  export. 

In  prewar  years,  Germany  was  the  principal  buyer  of  Greek  leaf 
tobacco,  and  took  the  bulk  of  the  crops  produced  during  the  occupation 
period.     This  outlet  does  not  exist. at  present,  and  new  markets  must  be 
found  to  compensate  for  its  loss. 

FRUITS,  VEGETABLES ,  AND  NUTS 

CUBAN  VEGETABLE 
EXPORTS  LARGER 

Cuba's  fresh  vegetable  shipments  during  January  amounted  to  around 
13.3  million  pounds,  four  times  more  than  the  3.1  million  for  the  corres- 
ponding period,  last  year,  and  nearly  equal  to  the  1939 -1941  average  of 
14. 7  million "pounds .  -Tomatoes  accounted- for  11.3  million  pounds,  com- 
pared with  2.9  million  in  January  1945.

MEXICAN  VEGETABLE 
SHIPMENTS  DECLINE 

Fresh  vegetable  shipments  to  the  United  States  from  the  West  Coast 
of  Mexico  for  the  season  "beginning  in  November  through  January  31  amounted, 
to  62,610  pounds,  10  percent  below  the  69,432,000  pounds  for  the  corres- 
ponding period  last  year.    Tomatoes  totaled  50,447,000  pounds,  19 
percent  less  than  last  year's  exports  of  62,511,000  pounds.    Quality  of 
tomatoes,  however,  has  declined  partly  because  of  frost  damage  in  Sinaloa, 
and  partly  because  the  season  is  ending  in  Sonora. 

Shipments  of  peppers  to  date  amount  to  8,165, 000  pounds,  around 
three  times  the  volume  of  last  year,  but  because  of  frost  damage,  exports 
will  probably  be  smaller  during  the  current  period.    Reflecting  their 
high  quality,  peas  sell  for  the  ceiling  price  of  $2.90  per  hamper.  There 
is  little  change  between  the  amount  shipped  in  the  current  period, and 
that  in  the  preceding  season.
